by ſuch bruitiſh as: It is not any defett | 


in its Otgans could rob the Soul of its 
Reaſon, its Ellential Faculty. Tho the 
Workinan breaks his Tools, his hands do 
-"notloſe thier skill, but ceaſeth to act, - 

f ther 
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ther than to do ought irregularly : to like-/ 
wiſe would the Soul then aCt contrary to its 
own nature. 

Secondly, Becauſe all the ſpecies both of 


the Mineral, Vegitable, and Triimal King- 


doms, appear to me, . but as the more emi- 
nent Works of 4a. moſt excellent Operator, 


as Engines of the moſt accurate Engineer; 


they all live, and have a Principle of Life 
manifeſt in their growth and augmentati- 
on, and ſo far as they are living weights, 
as | can perceive from the ſame ſource.

So a- 
mong living Weights, the firſt do only.

no poſſibility in nature to augment their * 1 
" > the next, to wit, Vegitables, do met * 
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only grow and increaſe their bulk, but 
likewiſe have a power of propagating 
their like: the .third Family, I mean the 
- Animal Kingdom , do not only live and 
encreaſe their kind, but likewiſe are made 
ſenſative. And laſtly, we our ſelves thar 
are not only poſleſt of all the former, but 
of ſomething, | knownot what, we think 
more excellent, and call Reafon, and all 
this from the ſame ſource ; namely, that 
we live; which if we did not, we could 
not--perform any of theſe acts. * For life 
in us is the ſame as the Spring or Weight 
in the Watch or Clock, whieh ceafing , 
all other motion ceaſeth, as in & Watch 
or Clock, the Spring or, Weight being 
down. | 
As Life therefore is the Cauſe of all 
Motion, and. al} natural Operation and 
Faculties; yet rhoſe multifarious Opcra- 
-tiors and-Faculties, manifeſt in, and pro- 
per to the particular, ſpccies of the Three: 
Kingdoms, requires not divers Principles 
of Life, no more.than divers motions ſpe- 
cified /in a Watch - or Clock, requires di- 
vers Weights or Springs. And as the di- 
yerſity.ot motion in Watch or Clock, a- 
* riſech not: from diverſity of Wetghts or 
-_ S»rings, but rather from other means: fo 
- thoie diverſities of Natures and Faculties, 
| | ma-» 
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manifeſt throughout the Three Kingdoms, 
arife not from divers Principles of Life, 
bur from one Principle of Life, manife- 
ſting its power in Bodies diverſly organi- 
zed.- _ So that a 'Iree or Herb .that only 


- vegitates and propagates its kind , hath 


no other Principle ot Life than an Animal. 
that hath Senſe ,- and more eminent- 
Faculties. 'The difference only, as 1 con« 
ceive, is, this Principle of Life in the ve- 
vitable, is bound up in a Body organized 
ro no other eud, by Which Lite is hindred 
exerting any other power : bur in the A- 
nimal it's kindled in a purer matter , by 
which it's: capacitated to frame more ex- 
cellent Orgains, in.order 10 the exerting 
more eminent Acts. For the Principle of 
Life can no more act rationally in matter 
capable of naught but vegitation (fof it 
afts in matter according to the nature 
thereof, advancing it to 1ts utmoit excel- 
lency), than a man can ſaw with a Coulr- 
Staft, or file with an Hatcher, or make a 
Watch with a Betle and Wedyes. oy 
lam apt to believe thoſe rare Endows 
ments, and eminent Faculties, wherewich 
inen ſeem to excel meer Cenfatites, are 
only the jmprovement of Speech, where 
in we. have the advantage of them, and 


Les 
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become habits. For by the firſt we are able 
to.communicate our CoriceptionsandExpe- 
richents each.to other; andby the other we 
do gradually ' aſcend to the knowledg of 
things. For is all- the knowledg eitherin 
the as, Liberal or Mechanical , any 
more than this acts reiterated, until they 
become babits; which when they are, we- 
are ſaid to know them ? And what is all- 
our reaſoning, but an Argument in -Diſ- 
courſe trolled from one to another, till the 
Truth be found, like a Ball between two 
Rackets, till at Iaſt a Incky blow putsan 
end to the' ſport? We come into the 
World hardly men; and many whoſe 
natures want cukivation, live, having no- 
thing to diſtinguiſh them from Brates, 
but the outward form, ſpeech, and ſome 
little dexterity, ſuch as in Apes or Mon- 
keys, in the things they have been taught, 
and the Afﬀairs they have been bred to. 
And could we imagine any man to have 
hved Twenty or Thirty years in the. 
World, without the benefit of Humane 
 * Converſe, Whet- would appear then, 
- think you,.. of a rational Soul ? which the- 
wiſe man: well ſaw when. he aſferted the 
Condition of Men and Beaſts to be the 
e Waat a meer Ignorant hath; ' Maſes 
nar made of Adam, that in his fup- 
XP . poſed , | 
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(ed beſt ſtate, knew nat that he was 


Faked: but 1 believe the Nine Hundred 


and Thirty years Experience of his own, 
and the continual Experiments of Poſte- 
rity,. 1n that time-communicated- to him, 
might. quicken his Intelleft. So thay he 
died with more Reaſon than he was crea- 
ted; .and humane nature in .his poſterity. 
The next Generation was imbelliſhed 
with his attainments, rqwhich their own 
Experiences ſtill made a' new addition.

And indeed, | know not any thing 
wherein Man excels the Beaſts, but may 
be referred to the benefit of Speech and 
Hands, capable of. effecting its Concep- 
tions ; nor find any better way to attain a 
Tight knowledg F. our ſelves, but- by be- 
holding our ſelves in Adam , and enqui- 
ring, what Nature had endued him with, 
which will fall farſhort of what we now 
admire in our ſelves.

and Puniſhments of each individual. And 
we; have reaſon to jud? it will be thus; ra- 
ther than otherwiſe, becauſe we ſee every 
thing tends to its own Centre, the Water 
to the Sea, and all that was of the Earth 
to the Earth, from whence they were ta- 
ken. And Solown ſaith, The {pirit returns 
to God that gave it. Every. thing then re- 
turning to its oWn Element, Ioſfeth its In- 
| dividuation. 
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dividuation. . For we ſee all bodies return- 

ing to the earth , are no more individual 
bodies, but earth : Have we notreaſon then 
to judg the fame of Spirits returning to 
their own Element ? And what happineſs 
then can we hope for, more than a dehve- : 
rance from the preſent calamity ? or what 
miſery are we eapable of, more than waat 
is common to all ? 

The ſame- is more eviderit in the body 
with which we converſe, and are mote 
ſenſibly acquainted with , ſeems wholly 
uncapable of either, &c. For all bodies 
are material, and matter it ſelf is not ca- 
pable of multiplication » bur of being 
changed. Therefore Nature cannot mut- 
tiply bodies, but changeth them ; as ſome 
bodies ariſe ,, others periſh. Natures ex- 
pence in continual Produ (tions being.con- 
itantly ſupplied by the diffolation of other 
Compounds: wereit otherwiſe, her Store- 
tiouſe would be exhauſted ;. for its by 
continual Circulations, Heaven and Earth 
is maintain'd ; and by her: even Cireular 
motion, ſhe keeps her ſelf imployedontlic 
fame ftock of matter, and maintains every - 
ſpecies. There is no body the ſame to'day 
it was yeſterday, matter being in a-conth>. 
nual flax; neither immediately on the dif- 
ſolution of a Compound, and — 2 
of 
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of the body, doth the carth thereof retain 
any fpecifick difference of that body it once 
was, but is immediately beſtowed by Na- 
ture, and ordered to the new produion of 
other things. That part of matter therefore 
which conſtituteth a humane body, in s ſhort 
time is putrified, and made earth, which a- 
Sain produceth either other inferior Ani- 
mals, or Graſs, or Corn, for the nouriſh- 
ment of Beaſts and Fowl, which again are the 
nouriſhment of men, Thys circularly innume- 
rable times round, Nature continually im- 
preſſing new forms of the ſame matter. $0 
that that matter that now conſtitutes my bo- 
dy, it may be a thouſand years ago was the 
matter of ſome other mans, or it may be of 


. divers mens, then putrified ; which in this 


time hath ſuffered infinite changes, as it may 
be ſometime Graſs, or Corn, or an Herbor 
Bird, or Beaſt, .or divers of them, or 'all, 
and that divers times over, before my body 
was framed ; who then can ſay, why this 
matter ſo'changeable, ſhould at laſt be reſto- 
red, my body rather than his, whoſe for- 
merly it was, or the body of a Bird, or 0- 
ther Animal ?
